MAKES JEERING BOYS N

Following an unguccesstul attempt to 
make his y in a lot at Bixty- 
second street and Washington avenue yester- 
day afternoon George Barker tried to make 
a crowd of small boys fly before him, and 
in so doing injured one and brought about 
his own arrest.

sheriff has only a small bill for fuel in con- 
nection with the jail kitchen, as nearly all 
the cooking is done with steam furnished by } 
the county. His bill for fuel in connection | 
with the jail bakery is doubtless far more 
than offset by the profits which he makes 
from the bread, rolls, and doughnuts baked 
in the oven provided by the county and sold 
in the jail ‘ store.’ 


“Store” Furnishes Temptation. 

„ This jail. store.“ which occupies space 
in the jail for which the county receives no 
rent, furnishes a constant temptation to 
the sheriff. by the way, to make the food 


poor in order that the prisoners may be Jed 
to buy more freely of the more tempting 
food provided by the ‘ store.’ 

In estimating what it costs the sheriff to 
feed the prisoners it should be borne in mind. 
also, that he, according to his own state- 
ment, buys largely from a firm in which he. 
is financially interested. therehy doubtless 
being enabled to buy more cheaply than the 
city can purchase supplies for the house of 
correction. 


Believe Law Violated. 


„The average cost of feeding the house of 
correction prisoners, as stated, is between 
11 and 12 cents a.day per capita; Even it the 
sheriff had fed the jail prisoners equafly well, 
his profit on feeding prisoners would have 
amounted to about $20,000 last year. But the 
sige of the sheriff's profit is not the lösue. 
Since both the constitution of the state and 
the statutes declare that the sheriff shall 
have no emofuments or perquisites in addi- 
tion to his salary, the law is violated if the 
county board permits the sheriff to make an 
profit whatever out of feeding the prisoners. 

The Citizens’ associat called atten- 
tion to this violation of the law in the belief 
that a knowledge of the fects will cause the 
public to require the county board and the 
sheriff to do their duty in the matter.“ 

Deniés Singleton’s Charges. 

During the afternoon Sheriff Strassheim 
entered a dental to nearly all of Singleton's 
charges. 

When Singleton states that I make more 
than my salary out of my office, he lies,” was 
the emphatic statement made by the county 
officia: 

The prisoners at the jail get good coffee 
with milk and sugar, and it is given them
